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The  great  right  of  suffrage,  it  is  once  more  your  duty  to  exercise. 
Every  instinct  of  patriotism  urges  you  to  use  it  well ;  to  use  it  against 
corruption  in  high  places.  The  verdict  of  the  ten  jurymen  in +he 
Senecal-Laurier  libel  suit  was  practically  to  the  effect  that  the  Pro- 
vince was  ruled  by  "  A  dkn  of  thieves."  Only  two  jurymen  took  an 
opposite  view  of  the  case,  although  all  the  influence  of  the  Govern- 
ment was  exercised  to  the  utmost  ,  although  the  Chapleau  Ministers 
showed  the  interest  they  took  in  th3  trial  by  assisting  the  private 
prosecution  by  two  Crown  lawyers,  while  the  Hon.  Mr.  Laurier,  his 
counsel  being  ill,  was  not  allowed  to  add  33s  the  jury  in  his  own  be- 
half. The  Government  was  practically  on  Ha  trial,  for  honest  administra- 
tion, and  ten  of  the  jurymen  condemned  it. 

Consider  the  state  of  public  affairs  in  this  Province.  After  thir- 
teen years  of  rule  by  the  Chapleau  party,  we  h"ve  a  public  debt  of 
OVER  $17,000,000.  The  real  deficit  for  the  first  ton  months  ot 
the  year  1880-81  was  $380,431.40.  For  the  vhole  year  the  defi- 
cit must  be  over  $900^000.00,  although  the  treasurer  of  the  Province 
endeavors  to  hide  the  true  state  of  affairs  by  charging  much  of  this  de- 
ficit to  capital  account.     The  deficit  of  the   year    1879-80    was  $504,-

The  Hon.  Mr.  Joly  during  the  twelve  months  from  July,  IS 78, 
to  1879,  in  which  he  was  in  office  reduced  the  controllable  expendit'ire 
by  $244,614.00,  and  had  estimated  to  reduce  it  still  more  in  the 
ensuini;  year,  escimates  which  the  Chapleau  Government  exceeded.  ^ 

Mr!"  Chapleau  boasts  that  he  obtained  a  loan  in  France  at  a  little 
over  98,  but  the  truth  is,  after  deducting  the  difference_  of  exchange 
and  other  charges,  the  loan  was  obtained  at  less  than  95. 

It  is  his  intention  also  to  sell  for  $8,000,000  the  Q.,  M.,  0.  &  0. 
Railway,  which  cost  the  Province  $13,000,000  to  build.  The  Pro- 
vince has  good  reason  to  fear  the  sale,  by  such  a  Government,  of  its 
most  valuable  asset.  In  a  few  years  nothing  but  the  $13,000,000  of 
the  debt  would   remain. 

Provincial  bankruptcy  stares  us  in  the  fice.  Direct  taxation  is 
inevitable,  unless  the  Government  is  checked  in  its  reckless  career. 
Two  Conservative  administrations  of  the  Senecal-CUapleau  party 
have  already  threatened  us  with  it.  If  the  Senecal-Chapleau-Paquet 
faction  is  returned,  the  evil  day  will  it  last  have  dawned. 

Vote,  elotors  of  the  Province,  to  keep  the  Promnclal  tax-gatherer 
from  your  doors  !    Vote  for  retrenchment  in  the  Civil  service !     Vote 
for  an  end  to  the  present  profligate  and  extravagant  expenditure  ^of 
public  money !     Vote  for  honesty  of  Government,  as  proclaimed  fur 
the  Hon.  Mr.  Joly  !     Vote  lor  the  abolition  of  the  Legislative  Council^ 
the  asylum  of  political  refugees  and  irresponsibles,  who  have  already 
cost  tiie  Province  over  $500,000  and  are  a  standing  hindrance  to 
rigiiteous  legislation  and  popidar  Ooverninent.      Vote  for  rofonn  in 
the  Primary  vSchool  system!     Vote  for  the  Liberal  cindidates,  the 
supporters  of  honoHtt  and  e.f'.onnmical  adininistratiou  !
